A Mushroom City 


Murmansk Has. Already Become Im- 
portant As A Naval 
Station f 

Quite new on the tap is the little 
city of Murmansk, founded after the 
beginning of the war, and now, in the 
general taking account of ’stock the 
world over, subject to examination as 
probably the greatest naval port of 
Russia, when ‘that nation becomes 
normal, and the capital 6f a vast dis- 
trict containing about 60,000 or 70,000 
inhabitants, a considerable number of 
whom are refugees who are likely to 
return to other parts of Russia. Mean- 
while, it is difficult to imagine atiother 
city like Murmansk, with its popula- 
tion of perhaps 10,000, its sunleéss 
winter, and its long summer days 
when the sun is on visible duty 
through the whole 24 hoiirs. Situated 
north of the Arctic circle, its impor- 
tance as a naval station’ comes from 
aharbor where the ice nevet freezes 
solidly enough to prevent navigation, 
hastily connected with Petrograd by 
rail as a means of bringing war sup- 
plies and ammunition into the coun- 
try. But although there have been 
said to be valuable deposits of gold, 
platinum, silver and other minerals in 
the district, no investigation has yet 
discovered them; nor do-thé investi- 
gatots sce any very promising sign 
of agricultural or commercial devel- 
opment. Lapps and Finns are the 
normal inhabitants of the region; the 
teindeer herds serve to. provide most. 
of their wants, and they barter furs 


from the outside.world. Among the 
cities of the world, however, Mur- 
manisk is an infant, and one naturally 
hopes~it will grow up to be a good 
and successful city. 


Canada’s Import Trade 
emai. 
Doing Large Business With Germany 
And Austria 

Information was recently given by 
the government in the house of ctom- 
mons regarding Canada’s trade with 
her late enemies. It was stated that 
the total amount of imports from 
Germany and Austria during 1919 was 
less than one quarter of the total 
amount of these imports during the 
first three months of 1920. During 
the year 1919, goods to the value of 
$14,041 were imported from Germany 
and to the value of $779 from Austria. 
During the first three months of 1920 
Canada. imported goods to the value 
of $30,233 from Germany, and to the 
value of $48,944 from Austria.

University of Alberta Has Purchased 
Valuabie Collection For 
Museum 
Curios and objects of Indian man- 
afacture are becoming more and more 
difficult to obtain-in western Canada. 
Realizing the importance of hetaining 
within the provice as many of these 
as possible, the board of governors 
of the University_of: Alberta recently 
purchased an extensive and représen- 
tafive collection from Mrs, O. C. Ed- 
wards, of Macleod, This will form 
the nucleus of a department of Indian 
culture in the museum of the univers- 
ity. Mrs. Edwards personally obtain- 
ed from the Indians most of the ob- 
jects which comprise this collection, 
which is representative of the tribes 
which formerly dominated the plains 
of southern Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan.

The Simple Way 2 of “Guaranteeing 

. Peace of the World . 
- At the Cramp yard, Philadelphia, 
says Chas M: Schwab, the United 
States is building the biggest warship | 
on record—a monster battle. cruiser | 
1,000 feet long, 104 feet beam, and of 
60,000 tons displacetnent. ‘Twelve 16- 
inch guns will constitute its main 
batteries, and its speed will-be greater 
by ten miles an hour than that of the 
Lusitania.. The construction will cost 
$50,000,000. “Mr. Schwab looks for- 
ward to the building of a flotilla of 
such vessels. 

And the words in which he Predicts 
and justifies more numerous and 
huger battleships have an ominious 
familiar ring. We have heard them 
before; we have heard them, if our 
memories fail ‘not, long before the 
war. They were dinned into us for 
decades, until we had them by heart, 
and knew the exact order in which 
the phrases and arguments would fall. 
“The. building of enough of these 
ships,” says Mr. Schwab, “will be a 
simple way of maintaining peace with 
the world, , Not that the fighting n men 
desiré-peace, but because of thé fact 
that when we have such a formidable 
array of power it is not likely that 
any country will take upon itselfeto 
encroach upon our rights. Thése néw] ~ 
ships will be no more powerful and 
speedy than they should be for the 
protection of the great United States 
of America.”

Bolshevists Lowest 
Types of, Humanity 


First Hand Information Acquired In 
Intelligence Department 

“If once the Russian people were 
freed and allowed to vote the Bolshe- 
vik regime would vanish like smoke, 
but they are kept down by machine 
guns. and massacres,” declared O. D. 
Stevenson, B.A., of Toronto, a tormer 
Stratford boy; at a chamber of com- 
merce luncheon. Mr, Stevenson told 
of the Red movement from first-hand 
experience, while in the British intel- 
ligence department. 

The Bolshevists he termed the low- 
est type of humanity who are living 
by blood and fire with German money 
and organization to a large extent, 
but not entirely. behind the move- 
ment. 

After quoting a literal translation 
of a proclamation taken from the 
walls in many towns of Russia, of 
“Nationalizing Women,” Mr. Steven- 
son said that tens of thousands of de- 
cent women committed suicide. Those 
who refused to be nationalized were 
tortured in a most fiendish manner 
and then ravished until they’ died, 
after which their bodies were quarter- 
ed and hung up to frighten others. 

With a threat of torture recruits 
| for the Bolshevik ranks were secured. 
“In one city no larger than Toronto,” 
said Mr. Stevenson, “over 150,000 per- 
sons were massacred in three or four 
months. One of the main streets had, 
when we entered, between 8,000 and 
10,000 dead bodies hung on poles, 
posts, trees, etc, the men with their 
vital parts hung around their necks, 
their eyes pulled out, with imitation 
epaulets nailed to their shoulders and 
horseshoes nailed to their feet. One 
cannot conceive of any human being 
acting in the way these devils in hu- 
man form acted. A dead set was 
made against religion, and many, of 
the priests were crucified at their al- 
tars.”

Alfalfa Cultivaters

Proper Methods to Follow in Order 
To Ensure Success 


Alfalfa may be sown with a nurse 
crop jn parts with a good rainfall if 
the seeding down is done on land that 
is not more than otie crop from hav- 
ing been summerfallowed. _ A light 
seeding of about a bushel of barley 
or a bushel: and’ a’ peck’ of oats per 
acte is heavy enough seeding for a 
nurse crop, In the drier sections of 
the provinces and on land that has 
not been summerfallowed recently in 
the wetter sections, seeding without 
a nurse crop will give much better 
results. When seeding with a nurse 
crop the alfalfa should be sown at 
the sante time as the nurse crop. 
When seeding alfalfa alone, the land, 
if in summerfallow or hoed crop the 
previous year, should be top worked 
until about the first of June and may 
then be seeded. Stubble should be 


spring until June and then seeded. 
Fifteen pounds pcr acre is the usual 
rate of seeding. 

Northern grown alfalfa seed of the 
Grimm,, Turkestan or Baltic varieties 
must be used, Grimm being hardier 
than either of the other two. Before 
sowing the land or the_seed must be 
inoculated with alfalfa nitro culture 
unless the land has grown alfalfa or 
sweet clover previously, Of the two 
methods, inoculation of the seed is 
usually easier, and gives good results. 
If these two precautions are taken, 
the first steps necessary to success 
are assured.—N.D. McKenzie, Supt.

Profitable in Alberta 


Edmonton Apiarist Proves That Bee- 
Keeping is Profitable 

Bees have proved themselves not 

only adaptable. to the climate of 

Western Canada, but very profitable 


to raise as a side line, and as an 
example of this, the experience of Mr. 
William Wensel, of Edmonton, may 
be given. Mr. Wensel has been keep- 
ing bees for the last six years. The 
returns he has obtained from them go 
to show that they can be reared 
economically, and that the honey pro- 
duced is fully equal to any of the im- 
ported variety. 

Mr. Wensel started with a founda- 
By using 
only well bred queens, which he im- 
ported from Tennessee, he managed, 
within a-few years to so improve his 
swarm that he-.had an almost pure 
strain of Italian bees. He keeps from 
ten to fifteen hives of bees, disposing 
of the increase in the spring or fall. 

From the standpoint of profit and 
prolificness, bees can hardly be equal- 
led by any other member of the ani- 
mal or insect family producing food 
for human consumption. © In_ the 
spring of 1918 Mr. Wensel had nine 
hives, three of which were in very 
poor condition, During the summer 
the nine hives increased to 21, and 
honey produced, less the amount left 
for winter feed, was cight hundred 
and twenty-seven pounds. The hon- 
ey sells at from 35 to 40 cents per 
pound. In 1918 the record of pro- 
duction from the apiary’ was 100. lbs. 
per hive, or, at 40 cents per pound, 
$40 worth of honey per hive. 

Bees require very little attention 
in Western Canada. With a clover 
or alfalfa field inthe ‘aéighborhood | 
and supplied with sufficient comb and 
suitable hives, they will practically ; 
look after themselves for the whole 
summer. In the fall the hives con- 
taining the bees are either stored in 
a cellar or left out in the open. If 
the bees are left outside, a box large 


You! enough to cover the hive and leave a 


space of about four inches on all 
sides is put over the hive, and the 
space filled’ with chaff. An opening, 
however, is always provided, It has 
been found that when the hive is 
plugged up the bees will come to 
where the opening is and work until 
they die in their attempt to get out. 
On the other hand, when there is an 
opening they never go out unless on 
very bright sunny days. 

Mr. Wensel’s experience goes to 
show that it is better to winter the 
bees outside. They are not only 
more active and start to work earlier 
in the spring, but seem to be in far 
better health. However, if the bees 
are kept in a cellar over the winter 
it has been found best to take them 
out about April first. 

Bees come out and are ready to 
start their season’s work’as soon as 
the warm weather begins, The hives 
are then cleaned out and the frames 
and comb put into place. From then 
on they require no attention until 
they start to swarm towards the end 
of May or the beginning of June. 
Between this swarm of the season, 
if put in a hive of its own, may hatch 
out a second swarm. One season 
one of Mr. Wensel’s swarms that 
were hatched in June produced 99 
pounds of honey the same season. 

It is the practice to take out some 
honey and put on a super with a 
queen excluded to induce honey pro- 
duction about the end of July. In 
September, all except 35 or 40 pounds 
of honey, which is left as winter feed, 
is taken out and the hives prepared 
for winter.

Flowers are amongst the assets of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway. Flow-~ 
ers bloom in C,P.R. gardens at most 
of the principal stations from one 
end of the country to the other. 
There are flower knots outside the 
Algonquin Hotel at St. Andrews, on 
the Atlantic coast, and one of the 
most beautful flower gardens in Am- 
erica blooms around the Empress 
Hotel in Victoria, 

In the old days most of the pionh- 
eers were too busy opening up the 
untrodden ways to give much atten- 
tion to the cultivation of flowers. Yet 
wer cultivation along the C.P.R.

thirty-one years.since one of the 
GP.R. employees produced a few 
varities of flower seeds in his own 
plot and distributed them amongst 
his friends at some of the stations— 
with the object of starting flower 
gardening along the line, The start 
was auspiciously made, and now the 
C.P.R. has a floral department with 
headquarters at Windsor Street Sta-

During the last“Week of May somé 
forty or fifty editors of ‘Saskatchewan 
mewspapers assembled at the Univer- 
sity of Saskatchewan for their fifth 
annual convention and second annual 
short course for editors, For several 
days each year Saskatchewan editors 
this live in a University atmosphere, 
not only holding their meetings with- 
in the college walls, but sleeping and 
eating in one of the student residence 
buildings and having placed at their 
disposal. all the facilities of this in- 
stitution of higher education. 

What this means to the newspaper 
men it would be difficult to over-es- 
timate, and that the editors appreciate 
the opportunities thus afforded ‘them 


Was demonstrated by an attendance 


this year two and one-half times 
larger than a year ago. The assis- 
tance and encouragement thus given 
the press of Saskatchewan by the 
provincial university is bound to have 
a markedly beneficial effect as the 
years pass in the raising of the stand- 
ard of journalism in the west. 
Reciprocal benefits must likewise 
‘unquestionably accrue tc the Univers- 
ity by reason of the closer relation- 
ship and understanding of the press 
toward that institution. By being 
brought into close personal touch 
with the University and learning of 
and studying the many-sided activi- 
thes of that institution, the editors 
are coming to more fully appreciate 
the really wonderful.work it is carry- 
ing on and directing in the interests 
of the people, and they will not be 
backward in bringing to the attention 


_of the ‘people the advantages to be 


obtained through a loyal support of 
the University. 

In the course of a brief address to 
the editors, preliminary to an inspec- 
tion of the University plant and 
equipment, Dean Rutherford of the 
College of Agriculture, quoted some 
striking figures as indicating what the 
education of farmers’ sons means to 
them and to the country in actual 
dollars and cents, apart from the de- 
cided advantagés in othér ways which 
the educated man possesses over the 
uneducated. He stated that as the 
result of comprehensive surveys made 
in a-number of States to the south it 
had been ascertained that, among far- 
mers possessing equal means in the 
way of land, farm equipment and cap- 
Ital, the man with an education made 
} greater success than the man lack- 
ing such equipment. 

Of farmers with equal opportunities 
in every respect, except in the matter 
ef education, the following facts 
were established: 

Those who attended the common 
school had a labor income for them- 
selves of $318.00 per annum. 

Those who attended high 
had a labor income of $620.00 

Those who had attended college 
had a labor income of $851.00. 

A somewhat similar survey of Dun- 
fas County, Ontario, had revealed ‘the 
fact that out of 100 farmers surveyed, 
98 percent had no education except 
that obtained in the elementary 
school, notwithstanding the fact that 
there were four high schools in the 
county, thus demonstrating the re- 
grettable fact that the boys who at- 
tended high school had not gone back 
to the farms. 

Why is it that the college educated 
boy makes such a greater success of 
farming than the one who lacks such 
training was revealed to the editors as 
they made their tour of inspection of 


school

the agency of the Better Farming 
Train, which was standing on the 
uhiversity grounds. preparatory to 
starting out on its-tour of the prov- 
inee, there was revealed the practical] 
common-sense manner in which the 
Whiversity is carrying to the people 
far and wide the lessons Iearned as a 
result of the research work. carried 
on at the university. 

The University of Saskatchewan is 
tinique among institutions of its kind 
that it embraces within the scope of 
its activities, not merely the arts and 
sciences, but everything that closely 
touches the lives and ‘businesses .of 
all classes of people, paying ‘particn- 
lar attention to the primary industry 
of the west, agriculture, whereas in 
most provinces and states agrioultural 
instruction is quite séparate| and dis- 
tinct from ghe universities, 

The site of the University of Sas- 
katchewan, consisting of 1,600 acres, 
is beautifully located on the banks 
of the Saskatchewan River, overlook- 
ing the city of Saskatoon. The mag- 
nificent buildings are built of native 
stone, olitainable only a few miles 
away, and year by year additional 
buildings are erected. Over $2,000,- 
000 has already been expended, and 
the ultimate plans call for the erection 
of a score or more handsome build- 
ings and the expenditure of many 
more millions of dollars.

Smallest Wireless Receiver 
Diminutive Porteble Wireless “Outfit 
Is Invention of a Britisher 

The latest’ British wireless irven- 
tion is a portable wireless telegraph 
receiver. 


The whole apparatus— re- 
ceiving coil, tuning condenser, 
valve detectors, accumulator, dry 
battery, transformers and _ reaction 
coil—gees into a box which is only 
fourteen inches long, thirteen inches 
broad, and five inches deep. The 
cover of the box lifts off its hinges 
and forms a base with a pivot on 
which the receiver ean be rotated so 
as to get the strongest signals ac- 
cording to the direction in which the 
waves are coming. A compass card 
on the cover enables the receiver to 
be set in the correct position for re- 
ceiving from certain stations. With 
this little appliance, which weighs on- 
ly 20 pounds, signals can be read in 
Great Britain from the largest sta- 
tions in France and Germany as well 
as in England, without any additional 
wires. The signals, which are read 
in a telephone, are clearly audible in 
a reasonably quiet room.

“Belgium had 40,000 dead, whose 
sacrifice we vencrate, but we could 
not forget the 650,000 Italians who 
died on the battlefields or irf haspital 
and the 580,000 maimed, whose or- 
phans the government must provide} 
for. The Italian delegates at Spa 
must be firm in strenuously defending 
Italian rights and interests.” 


The Newsprint Situation 


Sir Henry Drayton Tells Manufactur- 
ers Government Will Insist 
On Domestic Supply 


Ottawa\—The conference with the 
newsprint manufacturers announced 
in the house took place in the finance 
ministecr’s office. Sir Henry Drayton 
told the manufacturers that the gov- 
ernment was much disturbed to find 
that, knowing the agreements made 
last fall, twenty-five percent of the 
daily newspapers in Canada were fac- 
ing the period of suspension owing to 
inability to get newsprint paper, al- 
though willing to pay current prices 
for export to foreign countries. He 
said the government would insist up- 
on the domestic requirements being 
supplied as they represent only 15 
percent of the total production. 

The situation is still regarded as 
very scrious. The publishers are em- 
phasizing the point that the total 
amount of newsprint necessary to the 
continued existence of the 26 daily 
newspapers affected represents less 
than two percent of the exports of 
newsprint and that they ask for no 
favors regarding price. 

The publishers state that the great 
majority of the mills are keeping, 
their Canadian customers supplied, 
and that the present crisis has been 
caused by the attitude of a very small 
minority. 7 


The’ Hearst newspapers also had a 
representative in Ottawa interviewing 
the government regarding newsprint 
supplies. It is said that the consump- 
tion of newsprint of the Hearst 
papers is 200,000 tons, a substantial 
portion of which is made in Canada. 


Shortage of Laborers in West 

Calgary, Alta.—That the west could 
absorb at least 20,000 men for railway 
construction, farm work and mining, 
was the statement made by Grant 
Hall, vice-president of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, in the course of an 
interview here. : 

D. C. Coleman, vice-president of 
western lines, who was also present, 
confirmed this great shortage. They 
stated that there was a scarcity of 
unskilled labor in the east today, also, 
but not to the same extent as in west-

Berlin, —.The Tageblatt publishes 
under reserve sensational reports of 
the concentration of Bavarian troops 
in the neighborhood of Potsdam, and 
that Prince August Wilhelm, of Prus- 
sia, son of the former emperor, is 
playing a prominent part in the move- 
ment, It also publishes a rumor that 
the authorities intend in future to 
arrest all pacifists and a number of 
prominent Leftists.

The fire at Glennie 
on the Fredericton and Grand Trunk 
railway in Sunbury county, has burn- 
ed about 1,200 acres.

Britain is Not 
Yet Prepared to 
Trade with Russia 


London. — Trade negotiations be- 
tween the allies and Gregory Krassin, 
Russian soviet minister of trade and 
commerce, have not yet begun, ac- 
cording to Premicr Lloyd George in 
the house of commons. 

Replying to a flood of insistent in- 
quiries, the premier said there were 
certain questions Great Britain 
wanted cleared up before it would 
undertake negotiations at all. I: 
must guarantee that there will be no 
attacks on British interests the 
east or at home while negotiations 
are proceeding, Mr. Lloyd George de- 
clared, and must guarantee to release 
all British prisoners. Great Britain 
must clear these questions out of the 
way herself, the premier added, after 
which allied negotiations could pro- 
ceed. 

Repregentatives of the French and 
Italian governments are in London. 

It was further decided, said the 
premier, that the allied delegates 
were prepared to deal with the Rus- 
sian delegates ae to the best methods 
of removing the obstacles and difficul- 
, ties in the way of resu:ning peaceble 


in 


trade relations in the gencral interest 
of Europe. 

The premier said that M. Krassin 
was the head of the delegation repre- 
senting the Russian co-operative or- 
Ganization, but he was also minister 
of the soviet gover: ment and, as such, 
no doubt was acting in the name and 
under the authority of the Sovwk 
governnient. 

One of the members asked whether 
Krassin was not originally a German 
agent. The premicr said he did not 
think he was, but that he was asso 
ciated with a German firm of electri 
cians, He was a Russian. 

The memberg efquired whether it 
could be takea that the perturbation 
of the French public was without any 


foundation and that the negotiations 
were being acted upon. The premier 
replied: “I am not aware that there 


is great perturbation in France. The 
mere fact that some French news 
papers are trying to foment trouble 
between two friendly and allied coun 
tries, whose friendliness is essential 
in the interests of the world, 
proof of French perturbation.
